EXHIBITION  HALL 

Will  be  under  the  superintendence  of  RUFUS  H.JONES,  Esq.,  Wake,  of 
the  Executive  Committee. 
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The  Twentieth  Annual  Fair  of  the  North  Carolina  Agricultural  Society  will 
be  lield  at  the  Fair  Grounds  near  Raleigli,  on  the  18th,  19th,  20th,  21st,  22nd 
and  23rd  of  October,  1880. 

The  Executive  Committee  cordially  invite  the  citizens  of  the  State,  and  of  our 
common  country,  to  send  forward  to  the  Exposition  the  products  of  our  soils, 
forests,  mines,  foundaries,  factories  and  fisheries,  in  short  every  possible  repre- 
sentation of  our  natural  resources,  and  the  fabrics  of  industrial  art,  while  the 
domestic  handiwork  of  the  ladies  and  the  treasures  of  liousehold  art  are  earn- 
estly solicited. 

With  the  increasing  prosperity  of  the  farming  community  and  the  bright 
outlook  in  every  department  of  business,  it  is  believed  tiiat  the  time  has  come 
when  we  shall  see  our  State  Fair  develope  and  advance  to  great  proportions, 
and  the  Twentieth  Fair  will  doubtless  be  an  eventful  era  in  its  history. 

LOCATION   OF  GROUNDS. 

Ealeigh  is  the  proper  place  at  which  to  hold  the  Annual  State  Fairs.  It  is 
the  Capitol  of  the  State ;  it  is  accessible,  by  reason  of  its  being  the  great  rail- 
road centre ;  it  is  one  of  the  most  healthful  places  in  the  world,  with  its  brac- 
ing climate  and  excellent  water  ;  it  is  attractive  because  of  its  public  and  pri- 
vate buildings  erected  and  in  the  course  of  erection,  and  its  public  grounds  and 
parks  and  cemeteries.  Its  hotel  accommodations  far  surpass  that  of  any  other 
city  in  North  Carolina ;  it  has  the  finest  public  halls  in  the  State,  including 
two  excellent  theatres. 

DURING   THE   EXPOSITION 

visitors  will  have  free  access  to  the  Capitol  and  Capitol  grounds,  including  all 
the  public  offices,  the  Legislative  Halls,  the  Supreme  Court  Room  and  Library, 
the  State  Librai-y,  to  the  Geological  Museum  and  Laboratory,  the  Agricultural 
Department,  to  the  Centennial  Graded  School,  to  the  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and 
Dumb  and  the  Blind,  to  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  to  the  Penitentiary,  and  to 
all  public  places  of  interest.    Our  two  theatres  will  be  open,  at  which  elegant  and 
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refined  musical  and  other  entertainments  will  be  given ;  and  every  night 
during  the  entire  week,  the  interesting  and  instructive  meetings  of  the  Society 
will  be  held  in  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Kepresentatives. 

AT   THE   EXPOSITION 

the  attraction  will  be  unusual.  Bands  of  music  will  enliven  the  grounds  ;  the 
trials  of  speed  of  horses  will  be  on  a  grand  scale ;  it  is  expected  that,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  large  number  of  native  competitors  ("for  the  encouragement  of 
which  great  inducements  are  held  out)  there  will  be  present  on  this  occasion 
some  of  the  finest  and  fastest  horses  in  the  country,  as  liberal  premiums  will 
be  offered,  and  the  track  lias  been  substantially  improved. 

THE    MILITARY   DISPLAY. 

The  Champion  Flag  which  was  given  by  the  North  Carolina  Agricultural 
Society  to  the  company  which  excelled  in  Target  Practice,  to  be  annually  shot 
for,  will  be  competed  for  again  during  the  week. 

THE  FAIR  GROUNDS. 

The  beautiful  Fair  Grrounds  are  on  an  elevated  plateau,  one  mile  and  a  quarter 
west  from  Raleigh,  on  the  Chapel  Hill  road,  and  on  tiie  line  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Railroad  and  Raleigli  &  Augusta  Air-Line  Railroad.  The  elevation  of 
the  grounds  is  greater  than  that  of  the  dome  of  the  Capitol,  and  much  greater 
than  that  of  the  surrounding  country — assuring  always  fresh,  invigorating 
breezes. 

THE   RACE   TRACK. 

The  track  for  the  trials  of  speed  of  horses  was  built  upon  the  most  approved 
plan.  The  plan  was  drawn  by  a  Civil  Engineer  of  New  York  City,  under  the 
direction  of  George  Wilkes,  Esq.,  Editor  of  the  New  York  Spirit  of  the  Times. 
The  following  is  an  accurate  explanation  of  the  track. 

Length  of  track,  880  yards,  or  half  a  mile  exactly. 

Width  of  track  from  fence-post  to  outside,  40  feet. 

From  inside  to  inside  of  track,  lengthwise,  360  yards. 

From  inside  to  inside  of  track,  crosswise,  140  yards. 

Length  of  curves,  220  yards  each. 

Length  of  straight  sides,  220  yards  each. 

Curves  are  graded  one  inch  to  the  foot,  from  inside  to  outside. 
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The  fence-posts  on  the  inside  of  the  track  are  exactly  three  feet  from  the  in- 
side of  the  track,  so  that  a  horse  going  three  feet  from  the  fence  will  go  ex- 
actly 880  yards,  or  half  a  mile. 

ACCESS   TO    FAIR   GROUNDS. 

The  Grand  Entrances  to  the  Fair  Grounds  are  on  the  sides  nearest  tiie  city 
— the  one  on  the  Chapel  Hill  road,  on  thesoutii  front,  the  other  at  the  northern 
corner  of  the  eastern  front,  at  the  western  terminus  of  a  fine  new  road  built 
by  the  Society  in  1S79.  These  roads  will  be  found  in  fine  condition,  afford- 
ing excellent,  pleasant  drives. 

The  Premium  List  has  been  carefully  revised  and  considerably  improved 
by  the  addition  of  many  new  and  attractive  features. 

Competent  Supervisors  nave  been  appointed  for  the  several  departments,  and 
great  care  will  be  exercised  in  the  selection  of  Judges,  the  object  being  to  secure 
the  services  of  those  who  will  attend  and  faithfully  discharge  the  iliities  as- 
signed them. 

Liberal  arrangements  have  been  effected  with  our  liailrcjud  autliorities,  full 
particulars  of  which  appear  elsewhere. 

Nothitig  will  be  left  undone  by  the  Executive  Committee  to  make  the  Twen- 
tieth Annual  Fair  a  credit  to  tiie  State;  and  tiiey  again  urge  the  co-operation 
of  all  friends  of  agricultural  improvement  and  of  progress  in  the  Old  North 
State. 

In  order  to  enter  any  article  it  is  only  necessary  to  write  to  the  Secretary  at 
Raleigh,  stating  precisely  wiiat  is  to  be  entered,  and  how  many.  It  is  also  well 
to  give  the  number  of  the  Piemiiuii  to  be  competed  for.  The  entries  are  kept 
open  until  the  hour  for  closing  the  s:!iiie  as  announced,  when  they  are  can- 
celled, if  the  article  has  not  been  received. 

Each  person  desiring  to  exhibit  should  address  the  Secretary  at  Raleigh  for 
blank  forms  of  application  for  entry,  or  use  the  form  bound  with  this  List.

[iSupervisors,  Judges  and  all  exhibitors  are  especially  requested  to  read  the 
following  Rules  and  Regulations:] 


SPECIAL    NOTICE. 

A  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Agricultural 
Society  will  be  held  at  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
in  the  Capitol,  on  Monday  evening,  October  18th,  at  8  o'clock, 
for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  on  each  subsequent  evening 
during  the  Fair,  at  the  same  time  and  place,  for  discussion  and 
for  the  reading  of  papers  on  subjects  relating  to  agriculture  and 
other  material  interests  of  the  State. 

RULES   AND    REGULATIONS. 

I.  Every  rule  laid  down  in  this  Premium  List  will  be  strictly 
adhered  to,  and  no  exceptions  whatever  made,  except  by  a  two- 
third  vote  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

II.  The  Twentieth  Annual  Fair  will  be  opened  for  the  recep- 
tion of  articles  for  exhibition  on  Friday,  the  15th,  and  to  the 
public  on  Monday,  October  18th,  1880,  and  continue  until  the 
23d,  inclusive. 

III.  The  gates  will  be  open  for  the  admission  of  visitors  at  d^ 
o'clock  A.  M.,  and  close  at  5  o'clock  each  day. 

IV.  All  carts,  wagons,  drays,  &c.,  used  in  the  transportation 
of  supplies,  (fee,  and  persons  not  entitled  to  remain,  must  be  re- 
moved from  the  grounds  before  9  o'clock  a.  m.  of  each  day. 

V.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  several  railroad 
lines  centering  at  Raleigh,  and  their  connections,  for  the  trans- 
portation of  stock  and  articles  intended  for  exhibition.  The 
railroad  companies  will  charge  regular  rates  from  point  of  ship- 
ment to  the  Fair  Grounds,  but  where  such  stock  or  articles  do 
not  change  hands  and  are  returned  to  the  original  owner,  the 
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freight  will  be  refunded  at  the  point  from  whence  first  shipped, 
by  the  agents  of  the  companies,  to  whom  exhibitors  will  look  for 
the  same,  and  should  be  careful  to  mention  the  same  when  the 
articles  are  shipped.  Upon  application,  the  Secretary  will  give 
a  certificate  that  tlie  articles  identified  were  exhibited  at  the  Fair, 
which  certificate  is  i-equired  by  the  railroad  authorities. 

VI.  Every  article  or  head  of  stock  transported  for  exhibition, 
arriving  at  the  Faii^  Grounds  on  the  train,  will  be  delivered  from 
the  cars  on  the  Fair  (Grounds,  and  from  the  grounds  on  board 
the  cars  after  the  Fair  without  charge. 

VIII.  Every  article  or  animal  upon  the  grounds  during  the 
Fair  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
whilst  every  possible  precaution  will  be  taken  for  the  safe-keep- 
ing of  the  same,  the  Society  will,  in  no  case  be  responsible  for 
loss  or  damage. 

VIII.  Every  facility  will  be  afforded  for  reaching  the  Fair 
Grounds.  Special  trains  will  leave  Raleigh  and  retuj'n  every 
fifteen  minutes  during  the  day,  and  passengers  will  be  set  down 
at  the  Fair  Grounds. 

IX.  Refreshments  of  all  kinds  will  be  found  on  the  grounds 
in  abundance,  at  moderate  prices. 

X.  Spacious  saloons,  with  female  attendants,  will  be  prej)ared 
for  the  convenience  of  lady  visitors  and  children. 

XL  A  steam  engine  will  move  a  line  of  shafting,  to  which 
exhibitors  can  make  attachments  to  put  their  machinery  in  prac- 
tical operation. 

XII.  Programmes  for  the  week  will  be  distributed  at  the 
Secretary's  office,  and  in  daily  papers  on  the  grounds  also. 

XIII.  No  person  shall  expose  any  article  for  sale  upon  the 
grounds,  unless  licensed  by  the  Society. 

XIA^.  No  gambling,  pool  selling,  or  other  games  of  chance, 
or  disorderly  conduct  will  be  allowed  on  the  grounds. 

ANIMALS. 

No  animal  will  be  assigned  a  place  until  a  proper  entry  is  made 
on  the  books  of  the  Secretary. 

No  badge  shall  be  affixed  to  any  animal  until  the  Supervisor 
so  directs,  after  the  Judges  have  reported. 

A  violation  of  this  rule  subjects  stock  to  expulsion  from  the 
grounds. 

Grooms  must  be  neatly  drCvSsed  when  leading  or  driving  stock 
in  the  arena. 
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Animals  not  ready  in  time  and  place  will  be  ruled  out  for  com- 
petition. 

Comfortable  stalls  for  horses  and  cattle,  and  pens  for  hogs  and 
sheep,  will  be  furnished  during  the  Fair. 

Stalls  and  pens  will  be  numbered  and  regularly  assigned  by 
the  Superintendent. 

All  sheep  competing  for  premiums  must  have  been  shorn  the 
preceding  spring;  and  if  stubble  shorn  or  not  fairly  shorn  they 
will  be  excluded  from  competition. 

A  litter  of  pigs  with  the  sow,  must  be  sucklings,  and  her  otf- 
spring. 

Hay  and  other  food  for  stock  can  be  purchased  at  market  rates 
on  the  grounds.  For  information  apply  to  the  Superintendent 
at  his  office. 

ENTRY    FEES. 

Each  exhibitor  will  be  required  to  pay  an  entrance  fee  of  three 
dollars,  which  will  constitute  the  person  an  annual  member  and 
entitle  him  to  the  privilege  of  securing  a  ticket  of  admission 
(positively  not  transferable)  to  the  grounds  at  all  hours  of  the 
exposition.  All  articles  exhibited  by  ladies,  and  not  manufac- 
tured for  sale,  will  be  entered  free. 

An  exhibitor  competing  for  more  than  one  premium  on  the 
same  animal  or  article  shall  pay  ten  per  centum  on  each  addi- 
tional premium  competed  for,  which  must  be  paid  at  the  time  of 
entry,  or  such  animal  cannot  compete  for  the  said  premium. 

ENTRIES. 

Entries  can  be  made  at  any  time  before  the  Fair  by  applica- 
tion to  the  Secretary,  at  the  office  of  the  Society,  in  the  city  of 
Raleigh,  or  by  mail,  accompanied  by  P.  O.  Order  for  entry  fee, 
when  such  is  required.  During,  the  Fair  entries  can  be  made 
only  at  the  office  of  the  Secretary  on  the  Fair  Grounds,  and  all 
entries  for  competition  must  be  made  and  articles  on  the  ground 
on  Tuesday,  19th,  at  5  P.  M. 

Notice  is  expressly  given  that  articles  will  be  exhibited,  but 
not  entered  for  premiums  after  that  time. 

When  aii  entry  is  made  of  any  article  the  Secretary  will  give 
to  the  exhibitor  a  card  containing  the  letter  of  the  department, 
number  of  entry,  &:c. ;  and,  when  the  exhibitor  presents  his  arti- 
cle for  exhibition,  he  will  present  his  card  of  entry  to  the  Super- 
visor of  the  department  in  which  he  is  to  exhibit. 

Exhibitors  are  requested  to  pay  particular  attention  to  their 
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entry  cards  at  the  time  they  make  their  entries,  that  no  mistake 
may  occur  in  entering  their  articles. 

No  person  whatever  will  be  allowed  to  see  the  entries  made 
until  after  the  awards. 

When  making  an  entry  of  thoroughbred  horses  the  party  ap- 
plying will  be  required  to  furnish  the  Secretary  authentic  pedi- 
gress  in  writing.  The  pedigress  will  be  passed  upon  by  proper 
committees,  and  no  premium  will  be  awarded  if  pedigree  is  de- 
cided to  be  insufficient. 

All  persons  who  intend  to  offer  animals  or  articles  for  sale 
during  the  Fair,  shall  notify  the  Secretary  of  such  intention  at 
the  time  of  entry. 

In  making  entries  of  implements,  machinery,  etc.,  etc.,  appli- 
cants must  give  the  name  and  residence  of  the  exhibitor,  man- 
ufacturer, etc. 

The  original  entry  card  must,  in  all  cases,  be  attached  to  the 
article  or  stock  exhibited. 

The  name  of  the  exhibitor  or  owner  of  animals  or  articles  on 
exhibition  shall  not  be  attached  to  such  animal  or  article  till 
after  the  awards  have  been  made  by  the  «Tudges. 

All  domestic  productions  and  manufactures  must  be  bona  fide 
household  contributions,  and  not  obtained  from  any  store  or  fac- 
tory or  other  source. 

AWARDING   COMMITTEES. 

Awarding  Committees  will  be  selected  with  great  care  from 
various  sections  of  the  State  by  the  President. 

Awarding  Committees  will  be  expected  to  make  their  reports 
as  early  as  practicable  to  enable  exhibitors  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  benefits  of  premiums.  They  are  urged  to  make  the  due 
examination  as  soon  as  the  books  are  placed  in  their  hands. 

Awarding  Committees  will  be  particular  to  observe  the  fol- 
lowing rules: 

Blue  cards  are  designed  for  first  premiums;  red  cards  for  sec- 
ond premiums,  which  shall  be  affixed  by  the  Supervisors,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Awarding  Committees  at  the  time  of  the 
awards. 

Persons  selected  for  members  of  the  Awarding  Committees 
will  please  observe  that  the  time  selected  for  the  meeting  of  their 
respective  committees,  is  10  A.  m.  the  third  day,  and  award  books 
to  be  handed  in  with  all  awards  made,  by  9  A.  M.  the  fourth 
day,  and  they  are  respectfully  requested  to  be  punctual. 

Premiums  will  not  be  awarded  if  the  animal  or  article  is  not 
thought  worthy,  though  there  may  be  competition. 
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Awarding  Committees  are  particularly  requested  to  hand  their 
reports  to  the  Supervisors  as  soon  as  their  decision  is  made';  and, 
as  it  is  the  object  of  the  Society  to  collect  valuable  information, 
the  several  Awarding  Committees  are  requested  to  gather  all  the 
information  possible  from  the  exhibitors  in  their  classes,  and  to 
make  their  reports  as  full  as  time  and  circumstances  will  permit. 

Committees  are  required  to  make  awards  in  all  cases  in  strict 
conformity'  to  the  Premium  List. 

No  person  whatever  will  be  allowed  to  interfere  with  the  Judges 
during  their  adjudication ;  and  any  person  "who,  by  letter  or  other- 
wise, attempts  to  interfere  or  bias  by  misrepresentations  with  the 
Judges,  will  be  excluded  from  the  grounds. 

Should  any  doul)t  arise  as  to  the  regularity  of  entry,  or  any 
other  important  matter,  which  the  committee  feel  incompetent  to 
decide,  they  may  at  once  report  the  same  to  the  Super^•isors  of 
the  department,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Supervisors,  if 
needful,  to  refer  the  Mdiole  matter  to  the  Executive  Committee 
for  final  action. 

Each  award  must  be  "written  in  a  plain,  careful  manner,  on  the 
blank  page  opposite  the  entry. 

The  books  must  be  returned  by  the  Supervisors  of  each  de- 
partment to  the  Secretary  as  soon  as  the  awards  in  each  are 
completed. 

Great  care  must  be  exercised  to  preserve  the  Awarding  Com- 
mittees' books,  and  the  awards  must  be  entered  as  above,  in  a 
plain,  legible  manner,  in  the  proper  place,  as  the  premiums  will 
be  paid  on  the  authority'  of  these  entries  only,  after  being  ap- 
proved and  revised  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

SUPERVISORS   OF    DEPARTMENTS. 

The  Super^dsors  of  the  several  departments  will  receive  and 
arrange  the  articles  belonging  to  their  departments. 

As  a  security  to  order  in  arrangement,  the  Supervisors  will 
receive  into  their  halls  or  departments  no  article  or  animal  which 
has  not  been  classified  and  registered  in  the  Secretar^^'s  office ;  the 
evidence  of  which  shall  be  a  card  signed  by  the  Secretary,  and 
then  attached  to  the  animal  or  article  for  exhibition. 

The  Supervisors  shall  not  act  as  Judges,  bvit  shall  guide  the 
Judges  through  their  departments  in  the  order  of  classification 
and  arrangement,  and  give  any  required  facilitv'  in  the  examina- 
tion and  in  making  their  awards. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Supervisors  to  give  the  Secretary 
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all  possible  assistance  in  obta,ining  the  written  awards  and  reports 
of  the  Judges. 

At  the  time  indicated  on  the  j)rograninie  for  the  week,  animals 
which  have  been  awarded  premiums  will  be  led  into  the  arena 
with  their  badges  of  distinction  for  exhibition. 

The  directions  and  orders  of  Supervisors  must  be  respected  by- 
exhibitors. 

The  Supervisors  will  meet  at  the  Secretary's  office  on  the 
grounds  on  Monday,  October  18th,  at  10  A.  m, 

EXHIBITORS. 

Exhibitors  will  not  be  allowed  to  remove  any  article  or  stock 
until  the  close  of  the  Fair,  unless  by  permission  of  the  proper 
authority,  to  be  given  only  under  extraordinary  circumstances. 

Persons  desiring  space  for  the  exhibition  of  articles  or  ma- 
chinery not  entered  for  competition,  must  apply  to  the  Secretary 
as  early  as  possible,  giving  the  name  of  the  article  and  exhibitor, 
place  of  residence  and  the  amount  of  space  required. 

Competitors  for  premiums  cannot  be  present  during  the  exami- 
nation by  the  Awarding  Committees  except  by  request,  to  give 
such  explanation  and  necessary  information  as  may  be  required. 

Any  exhibitor  who  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  any  false 
statement  in  regard  to  any  animal  or  article  exhibited,  or  who 
shall  attempt  to  interfere  with  the  Judges  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties,  by  letter,  circular,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  excluded 
from  the  Exposition. 

Officers  in  charge  will  commence  receiving  articles  on  Friday, 
October  15th,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m. 

Protests  against  decisions  must  be  made  in  writing,  and  before 
the  close  of  the  Fair,  and  must  be  for  other  cause  than  error  of 
judgment  on  the  part  of  the  Committee  of  Awards.  Said  pro- 
tests must  be  filed  in  the  Secretary's  office,  and  all  awards  will  be 
deemed  final  unless  appealed  from  under  this  rule. 

All  machinery  entered  for  competition  must  b^  put  in  practi- 
cal operation  when  required  by  the  Supervisors. 

No  animal  or  article  can  take  more  than  one  premium,  except 
as  hereinafter  specified. 

Horses  which  take  any  of  the  regular  premiums  of  the  Society 
may  likewise  compete  in  the  trials  of  speed. 

Cattle,  siieep,  swine,  &o.,  may  also  compete  for  combinations 
or  sweepstake  premiums  by  paying  ten  per  centum  ou  the  pre- 
miums offered. 

Fireworks,  petroleum,   friction   matches,  gunpowder,  or  any 
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other  explosive  or  inflammable  material,  will  not  be  allowed  on 
the  grounds  in  bulk. 

When  entries  are  made  for  premiums,  farm  products  must  be 
exhibited  by  the  producer;  manufactured  articles  by  the  manu- 
facturer or  his  agent,  and  all  other  articles  or  animals  in  the  name 
of  the  owners  of  the  same. 

Complaints,  to  insure  attention,  must  be  made  to  the  Secretary 
in  writing. 

Exhibitors  will  see  to  the  delivery  of  their  stock  or  articles 
U230U  the  Fair  Grounds,  and  take  charge  of  them  at  the  close  of 
the  exhibition.  The  officers  will  use  their  best  endeavors  to 
accommodate  the  wants  of  exhibitors,  to  })rotect  their  property 
from  loss  or  damage;  but  the  Society  cannot  be  subjected  to  any 
expense  therefor,  or  hold  themselves  responsible  for  any  loss  or 
damage.  They  desire  exhibitors  to  give  their  property  their  per- 
sonal attention. 

PREMIUMS. 

Premiums  will  be  paid  in  cash,  medals,  or  diplomas,  unless 
otherwise  specified  in  this  list. 

All  premiums  not  called  for  within  sixty  days  alter  the  close 
of  the  Fair  will  be  considered  forfeited. 

Premiums  will  not  be  paid  on  articles  removed  from  the 
grounds  previous  to  the  close  of  the  Fair,  unless  the  removal  be 
sanctioned  by  the  President  or  by  order  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, in  writing,  which  must  be  presented  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Society. 

The  Treasurer  will  pay  premiums  due  in  money  at  his  office 
in  the  city  as  soon  after  the  awards  are  made  as  practicable. 

MEMBERS    OF    THE    PEESS. 

Members  of  the  press  throughout  the  United  States  are  respect- 
fully invited  *to  attend  our  Fair. 

Special  and  ample  accommodations  will  be  made  on  the 
grounds  for  the  convenience  of  editors  and  reporters. 

They  will  please  report  their  names,  with  that  of  the  journal 
represented,  at  the  office  of  the  Secretary  on  arrival,  and  a  com- 
mittee will  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  welcoming  all  represen- 
tatives of  the  press,  and  rendering  such  courtesies  as  may  be 
within  the  power  of  the  Society. 

To  prevent  imposition,  identification  of  persons  not  known 
will  be  required. 
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State  and  County  Agricultural  Societies  are  respectfully  in- 
vited to  send  a  delegate  each,  who  will  be  supplied  with  a  com- 
pliraentary  ticket. 

DESIGNATION    OF   OFFICERS. 

The  President  of  the  Society  will  wear  a  white  rosette. 

Vice-Presidents  and  each  member  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee will  wear  a  blue  rosette. 

The  Secretary  will  wear  a  red  rosette. 

The  Treasurer  will  wear  a  green  rosette. 

The  Chief  Marshal  will  wear  a  buif  rosette. 

The  Assistant  Marshals  will  wear  a  red,  white  and  blue  rosette. 

All  officers  are  respectfully  requested  to  wear  their  insignia  of 
rank  during  the  entire  Fair. 

Supervisors  of  Departments  and  Lady  Assistants  in  Floral 
Hall  will  be  designated  by  badges. 

LIFE    MEMBERS. 

Each  life  member  exhibiting  his  certificate  to  the  Secretary 
will  receive  a  card  of  admission  to  the  Fair  during  the  week  for 
himself,  wife  and  his  children  under  twelve  years  of  age.  This 
card  will  not  entitle  such  *ife  members  to  a  free  admission  for 
his  servant. 

ADMISSION TICKETS,  ETC. 

Tickets  will  be  issued  to  exhibitors  by  the  Secretary  for  the 
term  of  the  Fair,  containing  the  name  of  the  exhibitor  and  let- 
ter of  department  in  which  he  exhibits. 

This  ticket  must  be  considered  strictly  personal,  and  if  pre- 
sented at  the  gate  by  any  other  person  than  the  one  to  whom 
issued,  will  be  taken  up  and  no  other  issued  in  its  place;  and  if 
a  premium  is  awarded  such  person,  the  Executive  Committee 
will  withhold  the  same. 

Exhibitors  losing  their  tickets  will  be  obliged  to  purchase 
tickets  before  entering  the  grounds. 

No  checks  will  be  given  at  the  gate.  Parties  leaving  the 
grounds  will  be  required  to  pay  on  return. 

Complimentary  tickets  are  strictly  personal  and  not  transfer- 
able. 

Gate-keepers  are  strictly  forbidden  to  admit  any  one  to  the 
grounds  without  an  admission  ticket,  except  active  officers  of  the 
Society  and  the  Marshals,  and  these  will  wear  their  insignia  of 
office. 
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Tickets  will  be  issued  to  exhibitors  for  their  necessary  em- 
ployees, daily,  during  the  Fair,  at  twenty-five  cents  each,  i.  e. : 
for  each  day.  Such  tickets  will  admit  the  holder  during  the  day 
between  the  hours  of  9  a.  m.  and  5  p.  m. 

The  name  of  such  employee  shall  be  written  thereon,  and  if 
the  ticket  is  presented  at  the  gate  by  any  other  person  than  the 
one  to  whom  issued,  it  will  be  taken  up  and  no  other  issued  in 
its  place. 

PRICE    OF    ADAIISSION. 

Single  ticket,         -----        50  cents. 
Children  from  5  to  10  years  of  age,     -         -    25  cents. 

Private  vehicles  will  be  admitted  free;  drivers  must  obtain 
tickets. 

Horses,  with  or  without  vehicles,  when  on  the  grounds  will 
be  subject  to  such  regulations  as  the  Executive  Committee  may 
adopt. 

The  Superintendent  will  have  charge  of  the  Fair  Grounds 
during  the  entire  Fair,  and  will  preserve  order  and  enforce  the 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  adojjted  for  the  govennnent  of 
the  Fair. 

MARSHALS. 

The  Chief  Marshal  and  Assistants  will  aid  the  Superintendent 
in  preserving  order  and  enforcing  the  regulations  of  the  Society. 

A  well  regulated  police  of  the  Society,  under  the  control  of 
the  Superintendent,  will  be  on  the  grounds  to  aid  in  maintaining 
order. 

The  police  will  be  under  the  control  of  the  General  Superin- 
tendent, but  in  an  emergency  will  obey  an  order  from  thePresident, 
Secretary,  Supervisor  of  a  department,  or  any  member  of  the 
Executive  Committee.  The  Society  has  the  right  to  eject  by 
force  from  the  Fair  Grounds,  without  writ,  warrant  or  notice, 
any  person  disturbing  its  good  order  ov  decorum. 

Drunkenness,  gambling,  quarreling,  loud  talking,  cursing, 
obscene  language,  and  the  like,  are  offences,  for  which  ejection 
from  the  grounds  will  be  summarily  enforced. 

GATE-KEEPERS. 

They  shall  require  all  persons  entering  the  grounds  to  exhibit 
their  ticket  of  admission,  whicli  must  be  taken  up  and  cancelled 
unless  otherwise  specified. 
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They  shall  preserve  order  about  the  gate,  and  report  any  vio- 
lation of  rules  governing  the  grounds  which  may  come  to  their 
knowledge,  to  the  Chief  Marshal,  any  Aid,  Secretary,  or  any 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee. 


IMPORTANT  NOTICE. 

The  Executive  Committee  propose  to  hold  on  several  days  during 
Fair  week  a  sale  at  auction  on  the  Fair  Grounds,  of  a  great  vari- 
ety of  Live  Stock,  Agricultural  Implements,  Manufactured  Goods, 
Fruit  Trees  and  Wares  of  every  description. 

It  is  desired  to  make  this  feature  a  very  important  part  of  the 
Annual  State  Fair,  and  no  effort  will  be  wanting  on  the  part  of 
the  Society  to  afford  every  facility  for  this  sale. 

To  this  end,  j^cirties  holding  such  animals  or  articles,  ivho  may 
desire  to  sell  the  same,  are  invited  to  forward  lists  to  the  Secretary 
that  propel^  'programmes  of  the  sale  may  be  arranged. 

One  of  the  prime  objects  of  the  Fair  is  the  intet^change  of  products, 
implements,  &c.,  by  actual  sale,  and  it  is  believed  no  feature  of  the 
Fair  will  be  more  truly  valuable  to  the  farmers  of  the  State  than  the 
sales'  day,  when  fully  in  operation. 

The  auction  will  be  placed  in  charge  of  a  responsible  Committee.

It  will  again  be  competed  for,  in  accordance  with  the  rules  as 
found  below. 

To  the  best  individual  shot  will  be  awarded  a  fine  sporting 
rifle,  to  remain  the  property  of  successful  shot. 

To  the  best  single  shot,  a  handsome  prize  plume. 

RULES    FOR    TARGET     PRACTICE,     UNDER     DIRECTION    OF    THE 
SUPERVISORS. 

The  following  are  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the 
Target  Practice  of  the  N.  C.  S.  G.,  at  the  North  Cai'oliiia  State 
Fair  of  1880: 

Target — Twenty-two  inches  in  diameter,  with  stake  sufficiently 
long  to  make  top  of  target  six  feet  from  the  ground.  Bud's 
Eye — Four  inches  in  diameter.  Distance — Two  hundred  yards. 
Arms — Military  rifles,  of  patterns  issued  by  the  State  of  North 
Carolina. 
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Auy  Company  may  be  represented  in  the  Darget  Practice  by  a 
team  of  five  (5)  men,  inclusive  of  officers.  Each  member, of 
this  team  will  be  allowed  three  (3)  shots. 

The  aggregate  counts  of  each  team  will  represent  the  score  of 
the  Company. 

The  counting  will  be  as  follows:  3Iiss — 22  inches.  Bull's 
Eye—0. 

Every  shot  in  the  target  outside  of  the  bull's  eye  will  be 
counted  by  inches  and  the  fractional  parts  thereof,  measuring 
from  tlie  outside  of  the  bull's  eye  to  the  nearest  side  of  the  hole 
made  by  the  shot. 

The  shots  will  be  fired  without  rest,  in  a  standing  position. 

The  Company  team  that  scores  the  best  aggregate  (that  is,  the 
fewest  number  of  inches,  &c.)  will  receive  the  Champion  Flag, 
and  hold  the  same,  subject  to  competition. 

The  best  individual  shot  (that  is,  the  individual  whose  three 
shots  aggregate  the  fewest  number  of  inches,)  will  receive  the 
j)rize  Rifle,  not  subject  to  competition. 

The  best  single  shot  will  receive  the  Champion  Plume,  subject 
to  competition.
